Weo publish in another eolumn a
comumuuleation relative 1w the much
disputed question as (o the proper
day for the nuguration of the Siate
officors,  This suljoct has bBeot recent-
Iy vory fully discassod both in privaie
und oflielal elreles.  The matter is sus-
ecaptible of 0 good argument on either
shde, but the weight of the srgument
appears o be decidedly with those
who hold that the first Tuesday afller
the first Monday of Janusry is the
date intended by the Constitution,
Such now appoar to be the opinion
of most ol those who have closoly in-
investigated the subjoet, ineluding
viov. Ilasdel, Attorney Goeneral Clarke,
Secrotary Nolowanre and othor Siaie
uffieers,  Any other construetion Jouds
to nuinberliess absurditios, contradic-
tions, amd invonvenlonoes, some of
which are brletly slluded to in the
article,  The Copstitution provides
thut the Governor “shall hold Lis of.
fiee for four years from the thne of his
installation, and until his suecessor
shall bi qualilled,”  Another section
provides that the first State ofllcors
dlocted under the Suse organiantion
“ shall continue in ofileo unill the frst
Tuesday after the frst Monday of
January, 1867, ¢te. Governor Blasdel
wis installod on the said * first Toes.
day after the first Mowday of January,
1867, which fell, in that year, on the
Sth, Does the insiallation daie from
tho day of the week, or the day of the
month? The fact Lhat the Constitution
itsell ignores the day of the month,
but exprossly numes the day of the
week—*the first Tueslay aller the
first Monday in Junvary—is very
conclusive evidence of the intent of
the framers of the State Constitution,
“The first Tuesday after the first
Monday in January " of this youar fulls
on the k1. We seo no caise therefore
fur any postponcment of the ceremmo-
nien beyond that daio ; and we under-
stand from good authority that such is
the view of the principal Siate officials
und of the wembers of the Legisla-
fure, and thal consequenily the inan-
guration will come off next Tuesday.

So far ns wo have observed, it
does  not meet with goneral favor,
The provision o extend the width of
the claims to 600 foel, 300 on cach sido
of the eenter of the ledge, and to fol-
low all the lodes which come to the
surfave, 1o any depth, oven though
they pass Linyond thoe verthml lines of
the sides of (he elaim, will not meot
the approtation of the miners general-
Iy in the now disiricts, The Reese
River Revellle denouncos the Lkl bit-
terly, eluiming that had such alaw
beon in force whon that section was
discussod “the whole of the paying
ground of the distriet would have been
owned by a couple of companios, and
Anstin, lostead of bolng a town with a
popuiation of 200 souls, containing
tine ehureh edifiors and elegant dwol-
lings, would be a one-horse mining
camp with a fow miners’ hute,”™ Tt s
of the opinion that the same disastrous
motsequences wotld have followed at
Earcka, Mineral Hill, White Pineand
other now districts, The Reveille ar-
guis with same show of resson that *“a
company onee protected by Govern-
ment in the possession of a piece of
mineral ground 600 foet in width by
3,000 feet in length, would take Its own
time In developing it. Nor would it
do mueh good to the prospectars, as
without means to work their ground,
they would baveto sell it to capitaiists
at thelr own price. And this, we opine,
is the very object Senator Stewart has

in view. Such a policy as he recom-

mends would place this portion of the
country in the bands of a few rich
oompunies, This is contrary to the
goenins of our institutions, and is the
vory thing our miners most desire to
guard against, Matlers are tending
that way enough now without the help
of legislation, The interest of nine-
tenths of the people demands thal Sen-

ator Stowart’s bill be rejected.”

WHEN TO INAUGURATE THE
STATE OFFICERS.

The Territorial Enferprise in an vrti-
ele published last week ook the
ground Lhat the Governor and other
State offlcers could not be installed
Iuto offies beforo the fth ol January—
that being four years from the date of
the instaliment of their predecessors.
This Is true it we consider the official
year as corresponding to thoe amlendar
yeur : for it is & mattor of record that

the present ofllecrs wore installed uto
oflice on the 8th day of January 1867,
and that day in 1571, Giling on Sunday,
tollowing out the rale of law, the vih
would be the day for the installation
of the new oflicers, The l'.'llh'l'[ll'lﬂl'
buses its arguiment mainly upon the
following elnuso in the Constitution :

“Article & Sece, 2. The Governor
shodl ba elected by the gualified clee-
tor al the tme and places of voling for
membors of the Logislature, and shail
hold his office for four years from the
thine of hls lostallation snd untll his
succossor shall be goaliied.” Sestion
17 of the samoe article applies In the
sqine manner to the Livul, Governor,
o 19, sone artiele, makes the samo
whive to the olllees of Secretary of
State, Treasurer, Controller, Surveyor
Genornl snd Attorney General.  Seo.
10, Article 17 (sehedule) says @ At the
gouornl eloction in A, D, 1566, and
therealter, tho term of Senators shall
be for four years from the dey next
suceesding such  General  Elsotion,
and members of the Assombly for two
vears from the day suceeoding sach
Genoral Election”

Article 5 fixes the terms of the
Juddges of the Supreme Court at wix
years Drom the first Mooday in Jana-
ary—and of the IMstriet Juilge four
years from  the first Mouday in
danunry.

Now let ussee what the Constitution
moanl by vears; for as a rile of law,
whore n clavse in the Constitution is
suseeptible of two antagonisiic con-
struetions,the one presarving thoe spiric
shonld prevail,  There are several
Kinds of years; for instianes, the astro-
nanndenl year, the ealendar yeur, and
the olivi] year., The astronomieal
vearvontuins threo hundred and sixty-
five days aid nearly six hours, The
vadendar yoar contalng bat three hun-
dhred sand sixty-five days,excopt Bisox-
tile when it contalos one maore, The
State of New York found it necessary
to ths the number of days constituting
an official year, ot threo hundred and
sixty-five, and of a hall yoarat one
hundred and vighty-two; vet the later
tloos nob vgual the ball of the former
by hdl o day, Ivis ovident therofopre
that the framers of the Constitution
il not refer to any partdeular number
of duys, hours or mintites, as consti-
tuting the year; bul o the oflicial
your, In which, accoriing to the devis-
lon of the Seoteh Courts, the yearand
day are to be reckoned not by thenom-
ber of days which go to make up the
veur, but by “the return of the day of
the next year, which bears the samne
denominution,"  Now what does that
moan?  Does it wean the Sth day, or
does it mean the Tuesiday next alter
the fiest Monday?  If the former, thon
in the case of many oflieers, tho mom-
bars of the Logislature for instance, as
will by seen by the clause in the Con-
stitution reforred to, the election may
take place on the 9th of Novomber,
and the members then elvoted hold
ofliee; if Senators, four years from the
1th; thelr suecessors may be elocted
on ihe Srd of November, four years
fromn that e, and  bold their offioes
from the 4th of Novombwr, six days
before the explrtion of the torms of
their succossors, In that case, stppos-
ing thoe Legislaturo to be In session,
would it be eontending that the old
meaibers conld continue in offica?  Ir
w0, then eertainly thoe new members
are antithed under the oxpross provis-
ions of the Constitution o ke thelr
seats In the Legislature. With this con-
struction the Legisinture mnst be rep-
resented by doulile the number nl-
lowed by the Constitution. The same
rule witl apply to the Suprome Judges
andd also the Distrietd udages, The terns
of nll are lisble w lap from one to
soven duys.

Asain, taking the theory of the En-
terprise, if we cnunt the davs why not
tho hours, minules and seeonds—{for
the astronomienl yearis really the only
Lriie year.

1T the true splirit of the Constitntion
i takeon, eoriainly Governor Bradley
Is entitled to be insinllisd into office on
the Tuesday next after the first Mon-
day in Jansoary, and iF Governor HBlas-
del conld hold till the ®h, then the
State mighit be Blessed with two Goy-
orpars fur six doays, In divect vielation
al the Constitution.  Lieutenamt Gow-
ernor Denver, and all the other State
nffteers, would be entitlod to b in-
stalied Into ollice on the same day the
tiovernor s, We would have two pre-
siding oflioers over the Sentwe, and all
the State officers dupdicatod, Suppos
Governor Bradley hnd met with some
acckdent on his way to the Capital,
causing n delay uniil the firsi of March
in his inanguration, would it follow
that he eould hold his offioe four yosrs
from that time? or that all the State
officers olocted al the last election
should walt untll that date to bo In-
stalled into their offices, and that they
wouald hold for four years thereafter?
